(Surprise Man), a children’s sword and sorcery show; and Around the 
World in 80 Days, adaption of the book with anthropomorphic cats. 
There is a possibility of a new Dirty Pair series. 

Some of the new videos are - Bubble Gum Crisis 2: Born to kill; 
Gall] Force 2: Destruction; Lily Cat, a funhouse horror; TO-Y, an 
adaptatiin of a popular Shonen Sunday manga about a rock star’s 
life; Dead Heat, a 3-D transforming motorcycle race show} Good 
Morning Althea, another "Project Iczer Super Fandora’ show; 
Devilman, new video of an old show about a boy who transforms into a 
beastaan so he can battle demons (mostly female); Dangaioh, a giant 
robot show with 3 heroines and a bloody lucky dude; Urusei Yatsura 
‘87 - a wacky video with rabbits, doors, dimension/time travel, and 


the ol’ goofy gang; Kaze Tokinoshi (Poetry of the Wind and Tree) - a 
boy's school love affair (I‘ii refrain from commenting) ; and 
Radius, another robot show with naked girls. Also thee are ruaors 
about a Macross povie or video in the saking. 

Now, let’s talk comics! 1 ams sure sost of’ you have heard about 
Angel Comics release of Hokuto no Ken (Fist of the North Star).

It was a dark and stormu night. Red Leader had been gone on 
leave in Japan for three sonths. He had been spending 415 financial 
resources, a5 well as sine, in the land of the rising sun.

Red had presented me with a number of sundries shen he came 
back; a 3-LP Lum BOM collection, some oosters, a Dirty Fair book, 
but one object in particular that he showed ee was a sudden jolt to 
my microprocessors: a Japanese Nintendo systems. 1 reeled when | sa» 
it. At first, I was not sure if I should be grateful; had all ay 
_ funds disappeared to get this piece of machinery? Apparently, not, 
for this Mechaman could easily handle the financial burden of the 
purchase which cage around to roughly $120.00. I decided to take 
the rather saall and insignificant looking Nintendo system as one of 
my own. I was also thankful that I no longer needed to conduct my 
experiments with previously acquired Japanese Nintendo cartriges. 
The thrust of the experiments had been to convert the cartriges for 
use on the American Nintendo system, but since I now had the 
Japanese Nintendo, which is a bit different, the praject was 
terminated. I quickly went home ta hockup the system, which 
provided no trouble with ay existing video game connection cords. 
The cnly probles I encountered was that the signal could only 90 
through channels i and 2, in opposition to channels 3 and 4, which 
is the nore for most Aserican game systems. This difficulty was 
solved when I switched the tv’s channel dial to 10 or i1; the signal 
then came in fine. 

The appearance of the Nintendo systere is hard to describe. Ne 
Aperican sage system looks like it, not even the American Nintendo. 
It is comprised of the colors white, orange, and aaroon. The 
controllers are not removable, however, the catalog that case with 
it advertised other controllers your could get for the systes, 
including a light gun (sorry, no robot). The controllers that did 
come with the system are reminiscent of the American system, the 
sage duat ones. In addition, the 2nd player controller has a 
microphone with volume control that emits sounds through the TV’s 
speaker; presumably it is used to frighten your opporent because 
there 15 no other apparent use for it. The controllers are easily 
stored at either side of the system. The unit itself 15 about 8 
inches long by 5 inches wide and only 3 inches high. That its 
small''!' (Cartridges inserted can also be ejected by use of a 
sliding lever but I prefer to pull them out by hand. 

The cartridges for the Japanese Nintendo are also different 
from their American counterparts. They are smaller (half the size) 
and sore colorful. Most of the instructions are in Japanese, 
including the writing on the same screen, although the Jap’s 
liberally use Aserican and Japanese writing eaost of the tise in 
their games (I presume English is easier to program that Japanese). 


. £ 
Some of the Japanese games have already been released for the y 
Awerican system, including most of the arcade hits and a few games — 
form the Jap TV shows, like M.U.S.C.L.E (Kinnikwean). One protiem 
is that the American counterparts have less memory that their 
Japanese ones. For example, Kinnikuman from Japan has a wider 
choice of wrestlers you can pick for your tag team than the Aserican 
version. I think one reason for this is that the game was 
originally on disk. Yes, you “read” me, disk''! The disk drive 
(aacintosh disk; 3.5 inch) and keyboard can be added to emake the 
Japanese Nintendo system into a true computer. This explains why 
the many adventure games for the Jap system have yet to come out for 
the American one bu: this is being changes. The legend of Zelda is 
a perfect example. The American version of the game has a built-in 


watch battery, good for five years. This seans vou can save and 
record information on the cartridge. The one crawback is the 3-year 


tise, once the battery runs dowm, you can replace it but ail 
information 1S iost. 

Despite many pros and cons, I prefer the Japanese system over — 
the American, the reasons being:
